Freemasonry dates back to the Man- 
uscript of 1686 in possession of the 
Lodge of Antiquity in the City of Lon- 
don. Freemasonry as now organized is 
traced directly from the Building Corp- 
orations to a speculative science. 


Speculative Masonry as now practic- 


ied centers around a legend connect- 
ed with the building of King Solo- 
mon's Temple. The legend known to 
all Masons occurs in other forms 
dating back to the Ancient Egyptian 
Mysteries and in perverted 
forms 


often is applied to the death of win- 
ter and birth of spring, sometimes 
to the setting and subsequent rising 
of the sun, but always indicating a 
loss and recovery. 


The Freemasons of the Middle Ages 


travelling throughoul Europe creeling 
large calhedrals and other edifices, 
a number of which are slill standing, 
naturally banded together and deve- 
loped ways and means of recognizing 
each other and rendering assistance 
to members of the craft in foreign 
lands. 


It is maintained, with certainty, that 


Freemasonry in its present peculiar 
organization is the successor to the 
Building Cooperations of the Middle 
Ages and as a secret association con- 
nects itself with all the Ancient My- 
steries fo a far remoter period. 


Freemasonry, though universal, has 


flourished in France, Great Britain and 
the United States but in the past ten 
years has been banished in the dicta- 
tor countries of Italy, Germany and 
Spain by decree. The majority of the 
early American patriots were Free- 
masons, George Washington 
having 


been worshipful master of his Lodge 
and LaFayetle was an active Mason.

In Hope Discussed 


Outdoor Toilets In West- 


ern Part of Hope Found 


Insanitary 


At a recent meeting ot the City 


Board of Health attended by Drs. 
Smith, Cannon, Carrigan, Martindale 
and Mayor W. S. Atkins the matter 
of sanitation in the western part of 
the city was discussed. 


Dr. Smith reported a personal visit 


to the property discussed and found 
that outdoor toilets were in a very 
insanitary condition and recommended 
that action for the correction of this 
condition be taken up at .this time. 


A motion was carried that the City 


Engineer, Charles O. Thomas, be re- 
quested to inspect the property with 
reference to the possibility of con- 
necting these rent houses to the city 
sewer line. This inspection to be car- 
ried out as to the status of each in- 
dividual house, with respect to its 
proximity to a city sewer line and 
its elevation above or below the 
level of the sewer line, also as to be 
the advisability of instuting a local 
septic tank for dispoal of the se- 
werage in event it is not practical to 
connect to a city sewer line. 


The second matter to come before 


the board was the unanimous adopt- 
ion of the following resolution: 


"Whereas, the City Council of the 


City of Hop,c Arkansas, has passed 
ordinances regulating the slaughtering 
and or selling of meat for human con- 
sumption, and the handling and or sell- 
ing of milk and dairy products for 
human consumption, providing in both 
ordinances for an inspector to inspect 
meats and milk offered for sale, and 
to inspect dairy barns and dairy herds, 
and has, also, passed an ordinance re- 
quiring all employee^ of hotels, cafes, 
restaurants and soda fountains to sub- 
mit to physical al examinations, and 
to have posted in a conspicious place 
in the place of their employment a 
health certificate from the city health 
officer; and 


Whereas, we regard these ordinances 


as the most progressive laws that have 
been enacted for the prelection of the 
health of the inhabitants of the Ciy 
of Hope; and 


Whereas, the people generally have 


been very cooperative in making said 
laws effective: 


Now, 
Therefore, Be It. Resolved by 


the Board of Health, of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas ,in regular meeting 
assembled, that we commend the city 
ccounil and the mayor for this pro- 
gressive legislation, and commend the 
people of the City of Hope, and sur- 
rounding trade territory, for the splen- 
did cooperation given by them in this

neck, has been, labor king in Seattle 
for a dozen years or more under a 
tacit agreement with local industry. 
He takes no nonsense from his sub- 
ordinate labor groups. There are few 
'quickie" strikes among outlaw labor 
organizations in Seattle. In turn. Beck 
exacts from industry an extensive 
code of cooperation. 


Beck is head of the teamsters un- 


ion. In Seattle that is a broad term. 
The big Washington port city is not 
surprised when stenographers, waiters 
and beauty operators are listed as 
members of the teamsters'union. 


Beck Has a Fright 


But a rebellion of eastern 
Wash- 


ington apple growers gave Beck and 
his organization a fright last year. 
Here's the story as it is told here. 
So iron-clad was Beck's control of 
the trucking business that farmers 
from the upland part of the state 
could not drive their own produce- 
laden trucks into Seattle. At (he three 
main passes through the mountains 
behind Seattle. Beck's men stationed 
patrols. Farmers with their trucks 
were stopped, compelled to seat a 
driver and pay him a day's wages for 
the final few miles into Seattle, even 
though the farmer continued to drive 
his own truck. 


It was a jolly arrangement for the 


truck drivers, but the farmers re- 
belled. They advanced a piece of in- 
itiative legislation 
last 
fall so re- 


strictive in its nature that strikcs- 
as they are practiced on the Pacific 
Coast—would have been vastly handi- 
capped. By such a narrow margin was 
it defeated that Beck's advisers warn- 
ed him that he had better placate 
such fanner opposition before it real- 
ly hit him.
